B&E probe leads 
to dog shooting 


Dartmouth. 

Investigation sees 
eight people charged

Halifax Regional Police say 
eight people have been 
charged after the investiga¬ 
tion into a Dartmouth break 
and enter — and an internal 
review is underway of the re¬ 
lated shooting of a dog. 

One adult and seven young 
offenders, all from Dartmouth, 
were arrested Sunday at around 
8:40 a.m. at a residence on Port¬ 
land Street. Police had targeted 
the address while investigating 
a residential break and enter on 
Capri Court the night before. 

“A homeowner ... discov¬ 
ered that cash, jeweliy and 
computer equipment was 
stolen,” said Sgt. Greg Robert¬ 
son Sunday evening. “Officers 
received information that the 
stolen property was possibly at 


a residence in the 300 block of 
Portland Street.” 

Patrol members were watch¬ 
ing the property around 4:30 
a.m. Sunday while investiga¬ 
tors obtained a search warrant. 
Robertson said that’s when the 
property owner — not know¬ 
ing about the surveillance — let 
his dogs out. 

“Two of the dogs pursued 
one of the police officers,” said 
Robertson. “The officer tried to 
retreat to his vehicle, but the 
dogs were gaining quickly on 
him and barking and acting in 
an aggressive manner.” 


Desperate act 


Robertson said the officer 
had “no options” but to shoot 
at the dogs, hitting one once. 
The dogs retreated, and the 
owner called 911. 

Another officer took the 
owner and injured dog to the 


emergency veterinaiy clinic. 

Investigators carried out the 
search warrants at the same ad¬ 
dress soon afterwards, and Rob¬ 
ertson said the stolen property 
was recovered. The six men and 
two women, who were all ar¬ 
rested at the same location, are 
facing charges that include pos¬ 
session of stolen property over 
or under $5000 and conspiracy 
to commit a break and enter. 

Robertson said a review is 
always conducted when an of¬ 
ficer fires their sidearm, but the 
officer remains on operational 
duty. 


He wasn’t hurt in the inci¬ 
dent, and there’s been no up¬ 
date on the condition of the 
dog that was hit. 

The eight suspects were re¬ 
leased on a promise to appear 
in court. 


“Obviously it’s not something any officer wants to do

Police say Richard 
Hartlin, 38, should be con¬ 
sidered armed and dan¬ 
gerous, and members of 
the public 
should not 
approach 
him. 

Hartlin 
is described

A year after the bombing at 
the Boston Marathon, an¬ 
other large contingent of 
Nova Scotia runners is ready 
for what they expect will be 
an emotional race. 

Two pressure-cooker 
bombs exploded at the fin¬ 
ish line of the run on April 
15, 2013, killing three people 
and injuring another 264. 


Denise Robson of Cole 
Harbour was the fastest Can¬ 
adian woman entered in last 
year’s event. She said she 
had no hesitation about go¬ 
ing back, but her family had 
some concerns. 

“My oldest daughter asked, 
‘Mom, you’re not going back 
to Boston next year are you?”’ 
said Robson from Boston, 
days before Monday’s race, 
“ft certainly opened up a lot 
of conversation at our house. 
I explained to them that we 
cannot live in fear, and that I 
would be returning, and that 
they should not be afraid.” 

More than 120 Nova Sco¬ 
tians will participate in the 
marathon this year, and race 
organizers expect the num-

her of spectators to top one 
million. 

Halifax’s Wade Keller was 
one of thousands of runners 
who were stopped short of 
the finish line last year. 

“All of a sudden we were 
stopped around 600 meters 
from the finish,” he recalled. 
“We didn’t really know what 


was going on for awhile, but 
then we heard there was an 
explosion and then we heard 
there were some injuries and 
eventually deaths.” 

Robson, who will compete 
in the Elite Women’s division, 
said “Boston Strong” cama¬ 
raderie is overwhelming in 
the city. She said volunteers 
are handing out hundreds of 
hand-made scarves donated 
by people across the United 
States. 

“Hundreds of runners are 
wearing these in the streets, 
everywhere,” said Robson. 

She says thinking of the 
bombing victims’ long jour¬ 
ney to recoveiy will help her 
get through the grueling Bos¬ 
ton course.

Alistair MacLeod, ‘a great writer 
and a great man,' dies at age 77 


In memoriam. Author 
had been hospitalized 
for months after stroke 


Alistair MacLeod, the Prairie- 
bom and Cape Breton-raised 
author who won one of the 
world’s most lucrative literaiy 
prizes with his only novel, has 
died. He was 77. 

MacLeod was known for his 
short stories and his novel No 
Great Mischief, winner of the 
2001 IMPAC Dublin Literaiy 
Award, then worth $172,000. 

MacLeod’s former publish¬ 
er, Doug Gibson, confirmed the 
death on Sunday. 

“Alistair was that rare com¬ 
bination of a great writer and 
a great man,” said Gibson, who 
worked with MacLeod during 
his time at McClelland & Stew¬ 
art. 

“Whenever Alistair ap¬ 
peared in public ... people rec¬ 
ognized that they were in the 
presence of a greatness that 
was veiy humble.” 

Gibson said MacLeod had 
been in a Windsor, Ont., hospi-

tal ever since suffering a stroke 
injanuaiy. 

Bom in North Battleford, 
Sasic., MacLeod’s family moved 
to Inverness County when he 
was 10. It was there that the im¬ 
ages and themes that informed 
his work took hold. 

“When I sit down to write, 
the images and the details and 
the issues that come to my 
mind are those of Cape Breton,” 
he said in a conversation with 
fellow writer Nino Ricci at the 
University of Toronto. 

“I think (for) some writers, 
associations with their material 
and maybe their place is some¬ 
thing like maybe love.”

One of two young men facing 
charges in the Rehtaeh Par¬ 
sons case is now also accused 
of making online death threats 
against Parsons’ father. 

Halifax police said Satur¬ 
day that a 19-year-old man had 
been charged with uttering 
death threats and criminal ha¬ 
rassment. 

Glen Canning, Parsons’ 
father, confirmed to Metro 
Halifax that he was the target 
of the alleged threats. He also 
said the accused is one of the 
two people charged in his 
daughter’s case. 

“I wasn’t originally going to 
say that or make that connec¬ 
tion, but I guess it’s out there 
now,” he said. 

Parsons died in April 2013 
after she was taken off life 
support following a suicide at¬ 
tempt. 

The 17-year-old had alleged¬ 
ly been sexually assaulted at a 
party two years earlier, and she 
was bullied after a photo of the 
incident was shared via social 
media. 

Two teens are charged with 
distributing child pornog¬ 
raphy, while one of them also 
faces a charge of making child 
pornography.

The accused is scheduled 
to appear in Dartmouth 
provincial court May 20. 


RCMP say they received a 
complaint from a 49-year-old 
man on Aug. 2, 2013, that he 
had been threatened online.

The South Korean ferry that

About 30 minutes after the 
Sewol began tilting, a crew 
member asked a marine traffic 
controller whether passengers 
would be rescued if they aban¬ 
doned ship off South Korea’s 
southern coast. The crew mem¬ 
ber posed the question three 
times in succession. 

That followed several state¬ 
ments from the ship that

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‘Hurricane* Carter dies at 76 


Wrongfully convicted 
of murder. Carter 
was immortalized in

Rubin “Hurricane” Carter, 
the former American boxer 
who became a tireless cam¬ 
paigner for the wrongfully 
convicted after spending 
almost 20 years in jail for 
a triple murder he denied 
committing, has died at his 
home in Toronto. He was 76. 

His longtime friend and 
co-accused, John Artis, said 
Carter died in his sleep ear¬ 
ly Sunday morning after a 
lengthy battle with prostate 
cancer. 

“It’s a big loss to those 
who are in institutions that 
have been wrongfully con¬ 
victed,” said Artis. 

“He dedicated the re¬ 
mainder of his life, once we 
were released from prison, 


to fighting for the cause of 
those who have been wrong¬ 
fully convicted.” 

Artis quit his job stateside 
and moved to Toronto to act 
as Carter’s caregiver after his 
friend was diagnosed with 
cancer nearly three years 
ago. 

During the final few 
months, as Carter’s health 
took a turn for the worse, 
Artis said he had come to 
grips with the fact that he 
was dying. 

“He tried to accomplish 
as much as he possibly could 
prior to his passing,” Artis 
said of the man who founded 
the Association in Defence of 
the Wrongly Convicted. 

“He didn’t express veiy 
much about his legacy. 
That’ll be established for 
itself through the results 
of his work. That’s primar¬ 
ily what he was concerned 
about — his work,” Artis 
said. “He was a very selfless 
person.” Carter’s family, in¬ 
cluding two daughters, are 
all in the U.S.

• When he was freed in 
1985, a U.S. judge ruled 
that the prosecution had 
conducted “an appeal to 
racism rather than rea¬ 
son, concealment rather 
than disclosure.” 

• Carter's personal writ¬ 
ings and photos, are be¬ 
ing donated to a Boston 
university. 


Climbing on Everest halted; rescue work begins 



Nepal’s authorities tempor¬ 
arily halted climbing on 
Mount Everest while search 
teams dug through snow 
and ice Sunday for three 
Sherpa guides who are still 
missing in the deadliest 
avalanche on the world’s 
highest peak that killed 13 
others. 

A section of the route 
over the dreaded Khumbu 
Icefall, a climbing pass 
where the avalanche swept 
a group of guides early Fri¬ 
day, has totally collapsed 
and a new trail has to be 


dug, ropes fixed and alum¬ 
inum ladders laid over the 
crevasses before climb¬ 
ing can resume, said Ang 
Tshering of the Nepal Moun¬ 
taineering Association. 

Another group of Sher- 
pas, who had already passed 
before the avalanche struck, 
were stranded on the other 
side and would only be able 
to get back to base camp 
once the new route is fixed, 
Tshering said. 

Despite losing so many 
guides, there were no plans 
by expedition teams to 


abandon their attempt to 
climb the peak next month, 
he said. 

Maddhu Sunan Bur- 
lalcoti, head of the Nepalese 
government’s mountaineer¬ 
ing department, said that 
the search for the missing 
three climbers resumed 
Sunday. 

They were among 25 
Sherpa guides hauling gear 
to the higher camps that 
their foreign clients would 
use trying to reach the sum¬ 
mit next month.

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Space agency’s new president 
outlines future goals for Canada 


CSA. Walt Natynczyk 
says he wants to put 
another Canadian 
in the International 
Space Station 


The head of the Canadian Space 
Agency, a former top general, 
insists his appointment as 
president last August does not 
signal the militarization of the 
federal department. 


“I have to support the man¬ 
date that the Government of 
Canada has given the space 
agency and that is the peace¬ 
ful use of space and it doesn’t 
change whatsoever,” Walt Na¬ 
tynczyk said. “We’re veiy much 
in accordance with the Can¬ 
adian Space Act, which is that 
the space agency is created for 
the peaceful uses of space.” 

Worth noting is that Can¬ 
ada now has Sapphire, a mil- 
itaiy satellite in orbit and its 
mission is to support Can¬ 
adian and international mil¬ 


itary operations. 

Natynczyk took over as 
president on Aug. 6, 2013. He 
replaced former astronaut 
Steve MacLean. 

He also indicated he is not 
jumping at the possibility of 
Canada taking part in a U.S. 
plan to send astronauts to visit 
an asteroid. 

Natynczyk said one of his 
key areas of interest is to get 
another Canadian astronaut 
to visit the International Space 
Station. 

CSA officials have said in 


the past that the next Canadian 
will travel to the orbiting space 
laboratoiy somewhere between 
2016 and 2019. 

Ron Holdway, a space con¬ 
sultant, says he’s impressed 
with Natynczylc’s performance 
eight months into the job. 

Holdway said Natynczyk 
brings “an enormous skill to 
the space agency as a leader.” 

“Eveiything I see going on 
in Ottawa suggests the govern¬ 
ment has confidence in him so 
far,” said Holdway.

But the scientists at the 
Naval Submarine Medical 
Research Laboratory con¬ 
cluded submarine sailors 
show less fatigue on a 
24-hour schedule.

Science. New species of 
carnivorous sponges 
discovered in the Pacific 


They look like fuzzy fingers, 
waving gently from the depths 
of the ocean floor, but make no 
mistake — they’re stone cold 
killers. 

Scientists have discovered 
four new species of carnivorous 
sponge off the Pacific Coast, 
including one deadly variety 
found hanging from the deep- 
sea ridges off southern Vancou¬ 
ver Island. 

Fortunately, these killers 
are about the size of a piece of 
spaghetti and they feed only 
on the tiny, shrimp-like amphi- 
pods and copepods that drift 
through the sea. 

“Sponges characteristically 
feed on small particles, like 
bacteria, little tiny guys,” said 
Hemy Reiswig, a retired profes¬ 
sor of biology at McGill Univer¬ 
sity. 

These meat eaters have 
been described as the Venus fly 
traps of the deep sea, a “truly 
extraordinaiy species,” wrote

Lonny Lundsten, the lead au¬ 
thor of an article published in 
the scientific journal Zootaxa. 

Their meat-eating ways are 
believed to be an adaptation to 
the nutrient-poor environs of 
the deep sea. 

So far, they’ve only been 
found in veiy deep water ran¬ 
ging from 600 to 3400 metres 
offshore. But we now know 
there are at least 11 species 
found in the northeast Pacific, 
Reiswig said, the Canadian press 


Netherlands. Wildfire 
destroys national park 


A large wildfire destroyed at 
least 1,300 acres in the Neth¬ 
erlands’ Hoge Veluwe National 
Park on Sunday, one of the 
worst fires seen for decades, 
Dutch authorities said. 

No injuries have been re¬ 
ported, according to Mayor 
Cees van der Knaap of the mu¬ 
nicipality of Ede, 65 kilometres 
east of Amsterdam. 

Militaiy helicopters and 
firefighters from surround¬ 
ing provinces have been sum¬ 


moned to assist in combating 
the fire, which has been dif¬ 
ficult to control because of 
strong winds. 

The park is home to the 
Kroeller-Mueller Museum, 
which houses a major collec¬ 
tion of Impressionist art and 
20th-centuiy sculpture. Around 
2,000 visitors were instructed 
to leave the park after the fire 
broke out around midday, and 
the museum was closed.

High on the list of life’s re¬ 
grets might be that marga- 
rita-inspired vacation tattoo 
you got with the name of a 
cabana boy or girl etched 
within it. Next comes invest¬ 
or regret. 

Why didn’t I buy Apple 
(AAPL-Q) five years ago at 
$135 US? It’s around $515 
now. And why am I still 
hanging on to Bombardier 
at a pitiful $4, 14 years after 
buying it for $26? 

As U.S. market research 
firm Casey Research puts it 
so aptly: “The stock market 
is one giant roller coaster 
of regret for retail investors. 
Regret for not getting in, re¬ 
gret for getting in too late, 
regret for being left holding 
the bag.” 

Not even the experts are 
immune. A survey by ven- 


turebeat.com discovered that 
46 per cent of angel (or ven¬ 
ture-capita) investors rued 
the investments they made 
or didn’t make in 2013. 

Here is my regret list of 
stocks I should have bought 
five years ago. 

1. Other tech. Sure, if you 
had bought Apple a decade 
ago at 12 bucks, your invest¬ 
ment would be up a stag¬ 
gering 4,500 plus per cent. 
Missed that one. But I should 
also have paid attention to 
the tech service sector. It 
includes SanDislc (SNDK-N) 
and salesforce.com (CRM- 
NYSE) — both up about 500 
per cent. 

2. Canadian Pacific (CP-T). 
I’ve long owned Canadian 
National and considered it 
superior to CP. However, 
since 2009, CP is up around 
300 per cent compared to 
roughly 170 per cent for CN. 

3. Tesla Motors, Inc. (TSLA- 


N). Between 2010 and early 
2013, Tesla was one of those 
great ideas that never pro¬ 
duced a gain for investors at 
$20 a share. Oh, lordy, how 
things changed. It is now up 
nearly 800 per cent. Darn! 

4. Rogers Sugar Inc. (RSI-T). It 
hasn’t been on most invest¬ 
ors’ radar, including mine. 
But this sweet company 
has maintained a nice divi¬ 
dend (now 5.7 per cent) all 
through turbulent times and 
the stock price is up 60 per 
cent since the recession. 

5. Russel Metals Inc. (RUS-T). 
I’ve thought about buying 
this stock for years — and 
should have. Though pum¬ 
melled by the recession and 
in an industry that seemed to 
be dying (think Dofasco and 
Stelco), this steel company 
has survived with a stock 
growth of more than 150 
per cent in five years. The fat 
dividend of 5.4 per cent is a 
nice bonus.

Crime and the young. It’s complicated, far 
more so than any tough-on-crime Tory polit¬ 
ician could — or would probably want to — 
capture. 

Consider last week’s police blotter. In 
Cole Harbour, a 17-year-old boy faces charges 
of possessing and distributing child pornog¬ 
raphy. In London, Ont., a 19-year-old comput¬ 
er science student is charged with electron¬ 
ically breaking into Canada Revenue 
Agency’s secure website. And, in Calgary, a 
22-year-old faces five first-degree murder 
charges. 

Let’s peel back some layers. A caveat: 

None of the allegations has been tested in 
court; what I know comes from news reports. 

The 17-year-old Auburn Drive High School student —16 
at the time — is accused of sharing intimate photos of a 
16-year-old female with his friends. 

Stupid? Yes. Reprehensible? Absolutely. Possibly even 
criminal. But making and distributing kiddie porn? A re¬

port prepared for federal and provincial jus¬ 
tice ministers last year called child-porn 
laws “too blunt an instrument to address the 
core behaviour,” which is kids stupidly shar¬ 
ing someone else’s selfies on their cell¬ 
phones.

“I got Julien from my 
mom and dad,” he writes on 
his website.

The in-demand Canadian- 
born helmer has worked 
with everyone from Jay-Z and 
Nicki Minaj to Rihanna and 
Drake. The key to his success, 
he says, is leading “an artist’s 
life. You have to be as open as 
you can be to eveiything. 

“You need to keep yourself 
inspired so you have to do 
whatever it is going to take 
to jog your creative brain, 
whether that be going to an 
art galleiy or whatever.” 

Today, whether it is a 
music video or a commer¬ 
cial shoot—he’s shot ads for 
Nintendo, Guinness and Bur¬ 
ger King among many others 
— he’s learned to listen to the 
customer.

“Some people have the 
idea that the client is always 
wrong, and if they weren’t 
here eveiything would be 
better, but I have come to 
find that the client has an in¬ 
stinct.” 


But he didn’t always feel 
that way.

End entitlement. 

Few of us spoiled 
Canadians can 
distinguish wants 
from true needs 




When I ask people why they 
buy stuff, they tell me it’s be¬ 
cause they need it, whatever ‘it’ 
is. That’s hardly ever true. Folks 
don’t need most of the stuff they 
buy. They want it. 

It’s veiy easy to confuse 
needs with wants. You work 
hard and deserve nice things, 
right? Whether you’re thinking 
about buying a big-ticket item 
(We need a vacation) or smaller, 
impulse purchases (I need a 
super-duper latte), your sense 
of entitlement can muddy the 
waters when it comes to what 
you want and what you really 
need. 

I did a workshop last fall 
and my daughter Alex was 
along to help. A middle-aged 
woman couldn’t get her budget 
to balance and Alex pointed 
to her $200 a month cigarette 
habit. The woman said it was a 
need. Alex shook her head. “A 
need is something you must 
have to stay alive,” she said. 
Seriously, if you can’t balance 
your budget, what are you do¬ 
ing feeding your vices? People 
who are raised in a First World 
country like Canada may have 
a sense of entitlement simply 


because they have no idea how 
lucky they are. If you’ve never 
been hungiy, never wondered 
where you would sleep, never 
had to go without shoes, then 
your sense of what is your due 
by rights may be askew. 

If eveiy winter your family 
went on vacation to a warmer 
clime, if eveiy summer you 
went to camp, if each fall you 
started the new school year 
with a fresh wardrobe, why 
would you think you were en¬ 
titled to any less as an adult? 

This is a particular problem 
for people who were brought 
up in homes where they bene- 
fitted from a higher income 


than they currently enjoy. Even 
if you haven’t got the income 
to support it, you have no idea 
why you can’t have everything 
you want when you want it. 
That’s entitlement! 

People who watch a lot of 
TV, read flashy magazines and 
walk the malls have a sense 
of entitlement because they 
believe that eveiyone else has 
one, so they can have one, too. 

But here’s the rub: A lot of 
those people are going into 
debt to have the lifestyle you 
crave, so what you’re craving 
isn’t real. It’s smoke and mir¬ 
rors. Playing the lceeping-up- 
with-the-Joneses game is stupid 


at the best of times, but it’s sui¬ 
cidal if you’re doing it on credit. 

If watching all that house 
pom is making you think 
you’re perfectly lovely home 
needs to be renovated, turn off 
the TV. You won’t die without 
granite countertops and a stain¬ 
less steel fridge. And if hanging 
out with friends who are always 
going shopping is busting your 
budget, you’re going to have to 
find some new friends if you’re 
determined to live a real life. 

If you don’t believe me 
when I say that the culture is 
influencing our sense of entitle¬ 
ment, just look at the sizes of 
the houses we’re living in now, 


compared to 50 or 60 years ago. 
Back then people were having 
more kids, but living in houses 
far smaller than we’re willing 
to settle for today. Unfortu¬ 
nately, as our expectations have 
gone up, our ability to pay for 
them has been seriously chal¬ 
lenged. While we like to casti¬ 
gate the younger generation for 
their rampant sense of entitle¬ 
ment, it’s not just a problem of 
youth and immaturity. Because 
we live in a society where pub¬ 
lic education is primarily free, 
we believe our children are so 
entitled to an education that 
they, and we, have to do veiy 
little for it. We feel entitled to a 
level of medical care for which 
we have veiy little apprecia¬ 
tion. If we had to pay for our 
care, we might take our own 
health more seriously. So it’s 
not just our young ’uns who 
feel entitled. 

Have we become so addict¬ 
ed to having (instead of being) 
that we are no longer able to 
distinguish between needs and 
wants? Is acquisition of more 
stuff our new life’s blood? 

Here’s a challenge. It’s based 
on the concept of “buy noth¬ 
ing day,” but is much more 
practical, personal and pointed. 
Pick one day of the week on 
which you will buy nothing. 
It doesn’t really matter which 
day it is. Just pick a day and 
commit to buying nothing on 
that day. Buy Nothing Monday 
should be dead easy. Buy Noth¬ 
ing Saturday is for those who 
are more committed to testing 
themselves.

Middle Eastern cuisine is 
known for its falafels — chick- 
pea-based deep-fried balls 
served with tahini sauce. 

They have become a North 
American favourite in restau¬ 
rants, food kiosks, fast food 
spots and food trucks. 

My version is baked, cutting 
the calories in half and remov¬ 
ing most of the fat from the oil 
used in deep hying. The flavour 
is enhanced with my light lem¬ 
ony and creamy tahini dress¬ 
ing. Load up your pita with 
loads of lettuce, tomatoes and 
onions and you have a nutri¬ 
tious vegetarian meal. 

If you want a great appe¬ 
tizer, try doubling the falafels 
by making them smaller. Serve 


Ingredients 


Falafels 

• One 19 oz can chickpeas, 
drained and rinsed 

• 1/4 cup chopped green 
onion 

• 1/4 cup chopped fresh cilan¬ 
tro or parsley 

• 1/4 cup unseasoned dry 
bread crumbs 

• 2 tbsp tahini (sesame seed 
paste) 

• 1 tbsp fresh lemon juice 

• 1 1/2 tsp minced fresh garlic 

• 1/4 tsp baking powder 

• 1/4 tsp ground cumin

. Pinch of ground black pepper 

• 2/3 cup Tahini Lemon dress¬

Everybody wants to be the 
next Mark Zuclcerberg, and 
young job seekers are skip¬ 
ping big box corporations 
in lieu of hip, successful 
startups. Uncubed, pro¬ 
duced by Wakefield Media, 
aims to streamline that pro¬ 
cess and make it fun. 

The company just 
launched a job search func¬ 
tion on its site and holds 
fun events to connect job 
seekers with the startup 
world’s hottest companies, 
like Mashable, BuzzFeed 
and Seamless. Don’t call it 
a career fair, though: These 
casual events feature pup¬ 
pies, dunk tanks and cold 
beers. 

We talked to Wakefield 
co-founder Tarek Pertew 
and asked him for his top 
five tips on landing your 
dream job at a startup. 


Do your homework 

Want to make a good first 
impression? Then do your 
research so you know how 
to talk shop. “Make sure 
you know what they’re hir¬ 
ing for and what they’re 
working on so when you 
approach them, you’re fully 
equipped with that informa¬ 
tion,” says Pertew. Pertew 
says there’s one question 
that turns him off pretty 
quickly as an employer: 
‘“What does Wakefield do?’ 
That’s a red flag,” he says. 
“You should do your home¬ 
work if you’re serious about 
working at a company.” 

Think outside the box 

It’s hard to stand out on a 
day when employers are 
meeting masses of jobseek¬ 
ers, but turning something 
into a conversation piece 
can make all the difference. 
“It can even be a business 
card — yours might have 
something a little differ¬ 
ent that extends the con¬ 
versation or engages,” says 
Pertew. “It’s the same with 
a resume. If you have some¬ 
thing different, it’s a super¬ 
ficial way of separating 
yourself from the crowd.” 
Of course, you’ll have to 


match style with substance. 
Pertew says the most im¬ 
portant thing is to do your 
research on companies and 
show that you can fit in 
with their work culture. 

No openings? Try anyway 

Never skip out on meeting 


someone from your dream 
company just because they 
haven’t posted openings. If 
you really impress an em¬ 
ployer, they may just create 
a job for you. 

“One thing we hear a lot 
is, ‘I really like this person 
and we’re going to see if we 


Be patient 


Your dream employer may 
not be in a position to offer 
you a job now, but they may 
be able to fit you in some¬ 
where down the line. 


• “Patience is absolutely a 
virtue,” says Pertew. “A 
number of companies might 
say, 'You're cool, analytical 
and bright — we might 
have a position for you in a 
year.' Keep networking and 


can find an opportunity for 
him or her,”’ says Pertew. 
“It goes back to culture. 
They met a guy they really 
loved, so they’re going to 
see where they can fit him.” 

Pitch ideas 

Don’t give unsolicited criti¬ 
cism, but offer up some cool 
ideas to your favourite com¬ 
panies. 

“One of my favourite 
things is when someone 
gives us a laundry list of 
ideas they think we can 
use,” says Pertew. “It gives 
you something to talk about 
during an interview, also.” 


keep showing up. Develop a 
skill set they need." Pertew 
says it's never a bad idea 
to spend a couple of years 
developing a specialized 
skill (he used user experi¬ 
ence design as an example) 
in order to have a more 
appealing resume. “It's that 
sacrifice you make early on 
that will make a positive 
impact on the remainder of 
your life," he says. 


Listing good ideas helps you 
express enthusiasm for the 
company and also shows 
potential employers your 
creative and critical think¬ 
ing skills. 

Just be careful how you 
word things: “The best way 
is maybe saying, ‘You prob¬ 
ably already thought of this, 
but have you ever thought 
of doing this?”’ 

Pertew says even if 
the company has already 
thought of the idea, you’re 
validating it, and if they 
haven’t, you just may im¬ 
press them with what you 
have to say.
